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GENERAL STUUGIS'8 OFFICIAL REPORT OF 
HI." LATE EXPEDITION INTO M IS-JISSI [>PI- 
BATTLE WITH FOUKEST— DEFEAT AND RE- 
TREAT. 

If emfhi?, Tehn., Jane 24, 1864. 

Sir: I have the honor to submit the follow- 
ing report of the operations of the expedition 
which marched from near Lafayette, Tennes- 
see, under my command, on the 2d inst. 

This expedition was organized and fitted 
cut under the supervision of the Major-Gsn- 
eral commanding the District of West Teu- 
neesee, and I assumed command of it on the 
morning of the 2d of June, near the town of 
Lafajette, Tennessee, in pursuance of Special 
Orders No 38, dated Headquarters District of 
Wt st Tennessee, Memphis, May 31, 1864, and 
which were received by mo on the 1st inst. 

The strength of the command in ronnd 
numbers was about 8,000 men, and composed 
es follows: 

CAVALRY. 

1st Brigade— Colonel G. E. Warwin, Jr. 
I'.h Missouri, commanding; strength, 1,500. 

2d Brigade— Colonel E. F. Winelow, 4th 
Iowa, commanding; strength, 1.300, with six 
pieces of artillery and four mounted howitz- 
ers—the division commanded by Brigadier- 
General B. H.Grierson. 

INFANTRY. 

1st Brigade— Colonel A. W. Wilkins, 9th 
Minnesota, commanding; strength, 2,000, 
with six pieces of artillery. 

2d Brigade— Colonel G. B. Hoge, 113th Illi- 
nois, commanding; strength, 1,200, with four 
pieces ot artillery. 

3d Brigade— Colonel E. Benton, 59th United 
States colored infantry, commanding; 
strength, 1.200, with two pieces of artillery. 

My supply train, carrying rations for eigh- 
teen days, consisted of one hundred and 
eighty-one wagons, which, with the regimen- 
Lai wagons, made up a train of soma two hun- 
dred and fifty wagons. 

My intentions were substantially as follows, 
viz: To proceed to Corinth, Mississippi, by 
wayof Salem and Ruckersville, capture any 
fc^ejethat miRht bo Here, then proceed south, 
.■strrying the Mobile and Ohio Railroad to 
Tupelo and Okolona, and, as far as possible, 
towaid Macon and Columbus, with a portion 
of my force, tbenee to Grenada and back ta 
Memphis. A discretion was allowed me as to 
the details of the movement, when circum- 
stances might rice which could not have been 
anticipated in my instructions. 

Owing to some misnnderstanding on the 
part cf the Quartermaster, as to the point on 
the Memphis and Charleston Railroad, at 
which some forngn was to have been deposited 
from the care, there was some little delay oc- 
casioned in getting the column in motion. 

The following incidents of the march are 
taken from the jonrnal, kept from day to day, 
by one of my staff, Oapt. W. O. Runalle, A. 
D C. and A A A G.: 

" Wedneiday June 1 —Expedition s'arted 
from Memphis and White's Station toward 
. afavette. 

"Thursday, June 2. — The General and staff 
left Memphis on the 5 o'clock A. M. train, and 
established headquarters at Leake's house, 
near Lafayette, aud assumed command. Cav- 
alry moved to the intersection of the State 
line and Early Grove roads, six miles from 
Lafayette. It rained, at intervals, all day and 
part of the night. 

"Friday, June 3.— Ordered the cavalry to 
move within three or four miles of Salem. 
Infantry marcbod to Lamar, eighteen miles 
from Lafayette. Owing to the heavy rains 
during the day, and the bad condition of the 
roads and bridges, the train could only move 
to witbin four miles of Lamar, and did not 
get into park until 11 o'clock P. M., the col- 
ored brigade remaining with train as a 
guard. 

"Saturday, June- 4.— Informed General 
Grierscn that the infantry and train, nnder 
the most favorable circumstances, could only 
make ft few miles beyond Salem, cud to regu- 
late his march accordingly. Train arrived at 
Lamar about noon; issued rations to the in- 
fantry and rested the animals. It rained 
heavily until 1 o'clock P. M., making the 
roads almost impassible. Moved headquarters 
to Widow S light's house, two miles west of 
Salem, and Colonel Hope's brigade of infantry 
to Robinson's house, tour miles from Salem 
(west). 

Sunday, June 5. — Infantry and train started 
half-past 4 o'clock A. M., and joined the 
cnvalty, two rx-iles east* of Salem, at ten 
o'clock A.M.; issnfcd rations to the cavalry, 
and fed tie forcge collected by them. In- 
fantry remained in camp during the day. 
Cavalry moved to the intersection of the La- 
Grauge and Riplt y, and the Salem and Ruck- 
ersville roads. Colonel Joseph Earge's 21 
New Jersey, with four hundred men, started 
at 6 P. M., with instructions to move via 
Riptey to Reinga, to destroy the railroad: to 
proceed north ; destroy bridges on the Tus- 
cunibia, and to join General Grierson at 
Ruckersville. Heavy showers during the af- 
ternoon. 

Monday, June 6. — Intentry and train moved 
at 4 o'clock A ft , on the Ruckersville road; 
commenced raiiiing at 5 A. M., and contin- 
ued at intervals all day. Progress very slow. 
Marched thirteen miles, and mado headquar- 
ters at Widow Cbilders's, at intersection of 
the Saulebury and Ripley and the Ruckers- 
ville and tbe Salem road. Cavalry moved to 
Ruckersville. The advance guard of the in- 
fantry encountered a small party of rebels 
about noon, and chased them toward Ripley, 
on the Lagrange and Ripley road. 

Tuttday, June 7. — Upon information re- 
ceived from General Grierson that there was 
no enemy near Corinth, directed him to move 
toward Ellis'owD, on the direct road from 
Ripley, and instruct Colonel Karge to join 
him by way of Blackland and Oarrolhmlle. 
Infantry moved to Ripley, and cavalry en- 
camped on New Albany road, two miles 
south. Enconntered a small party of rebels 
near Widow Childc-rs's, and drove them to- 
ward Ripley. In Ripley met an advance of 
the enemy, and drove them on the New Al- 
bany rotd. Cavalry encountered about a 
regiment of rebel cavalry on that road, and 
drove them south. Several showers during 
the afternoon, and the roads very bad. 

Wednenduu, July 8. — Received information 
at 4 o'clock A. M., that Colonel Karge was 
on an island in the Hatchie river, and sent 
him five hundred men and two howitzers for 
Mnioreementa. Winslow's brigade of cav- 
aTrysTc ve'd six miles on the Fulton road. 
Colonel Waring' s brigade remained in Ripley 
awaiting tbe retarn of Colonel Karge, who 
joint d him at 5 o'clock P.M., having swam 
the Hrv.chie river. Rained hard daring the 
Dighk 

Thursday, June 9. — 3?at back to Memphis 
four Lunaicd sick aud worn-oat men and 
forty-ene wagons. Cavalry and infantry 
moved to Stubba'j, fourteen miles from Rip- 
ley; issued five days' rations (at previous 
oamp); rained twohonr3 in the evening. 

Friday, June 10. — Encountered the enemy 
at Brice'B Cross-road, twenty-three miles from 
Ripley, and six miles from Gnntown. 

At Ripley it became a serious question in 
my mind as to whether or not I should pro- 
ceed any farther. The rain still fell in tor- 
rents — the attiHe-ry and wagons were liter- 
ally mired down, and the starved and ex- 
hausted animals could with difficulty drag 
them along. V.A:r these circumstances, I 
called together my division commanders and 
placed before them my views of our situation. 
At this interview, one brigade commander 
(Colonel Hoge) and two members of my staff 
were Incidentally present also. I called their 
attention to the great delay we had undergone 
oo account of the condition of the roads— the 
exhausted condition of our animals, the great 
probability that the enemy, would avail him- 
self of tbe time thus off .-red to csncsntrate an 
overwhelming force against us in the vicinity 
of Tupelo, and the utter hopelessness of saving 
•ur train or artillery in cose of defeat, on ac- 
count of the narrowness and general bad con- 
dition of the roads, and the impossibility of 
procuring aupplies of forage for the animals. 
All agreed with me in the probable conse- 
quences of defeat. Some thought our only 
safety lay in retracing our steps, and abandon- 
ing the expedition. It was urge J, however, 
(and with some propriety, too), that, inasmuch 
as I bad abandoned a similar expedition only 
a few weeks before, and given as my reasons 
for eo doing, "the utter and entire destitution 
of the country," aud that In the face of 
this we were again sent through this same 
country, it would be ruinous on all sides 
to return sgain without meeting the enemy. 
Moreover, from all tbe information General 
Washburn had acquired, there could be no 
considerable force in our front, and all my 
03 n information led to the same conclusion. 
To be su e, my information was exceedingly 
meagre and unsatisfactory, and had I re- 
u, I would have been totally unable to 
present any facts to justify my course, or to 
show why the expedition might not have 
been successfully carried forward. All I 
could have pre tented woald have been my 
corjec'ures as to what the enemy would natu- 
rally do nnder the circumstances, and these 
would bare eviivd but little against the i lei 
that the orerrv * gg scattered, and had no 
coceiderebl* f'T * j n our front. Under tha 
clrrr.rfP'arc.-s, snd with a sad foreboding of 
;'••'!' - l (.'-• ', I ' o .rniaed to move for- 



wad, keeping my force as compact as psii- 
ble, and ready for action at all limes, h-ui K 
that we might succeed, and feeling that if we 
did not, yet onr losses might at ones be in- 
significant in comoarieon to the great bsuefits 
that might accrue to General Sherman by the 
depletion of Johnston's army to so large au 
extent. On the eveniug of the 8tb, one day 
beyond Ripley, I assembled the com- 
manders of infantry brigades at th- 
headquarters of Colonel McUillen. aud 
cautioned them as to .the necessity of 
enforcing rigid discipline in their eatnps, 
keeping their troops always in hind, 
and ready to act ou a moment's notice — that 
it was impossible to gsin arty accurate or re- 
liable information of the enemy, and that it 
behooved us to move and act constantly a< 
though in his presence; that we were now 
where we might encounter bim at any mo- 
ment, and that we must under no circum- 
stances allow ourselves to be sun>ris#d. On 
the morning of the 10th the cavalry marched 
at hall-past five o'clock, the infantry at seven 
— thus allowing the infantry to follow imme 
dialely in the rear of the cavalry, as it would 
take the cavalry a full hour and a half to clear 
their camp. The habitual rules of march wet e 
as followe, to wit: Cavalry, with its artillery, 
in advance; infantry, with its artillery, nex ; 
and lastly, the supply train, guarded by the 
retr brigade, with one of its regiments at t' <• 
head, one near the middle, and one, with a 
section of artillery, in the rear. A company 
of pioneers preceded the infantry, for the pur- 
pose of repairing the roads, building bridges, 
&c. 

On this morning I bad preceded the bead of 
the infantry column, and arrived at a point 
some five miles from camp, where I found an 
unusually bad place in the road, and one that 
wonld require considerable lime an l labor to 
render practicable. While halted here to 
await the head of the column, I received a 
message from General Grierson that he ha i 
encountered a portion of the enemy's cavalry 
In a few minutes more I received another 
message from h>m, saying the enemy num- 
bered sonic six hundred, and were on the 
Baldwin rood; that he was (himself) a. 
Bi ice's Gross-roads, and that his posl'ion was 
a gocd one, and he would hold it. He waj 
then directed to leave six hundred or seven 
hundred men at the cross roads, to precede the 
infantry on its arrival, on itj, march toward 
Guctown, and with the remainder of bis force 
to drive the ecemy toward Baldwin, and then 
rejtiu the main body by way of the line or 
tbe railroad, as I did not intend being drawn 
from my main purpose. Colonel McVillen 
arrived at this time, end I rode forward to- 
wtrd the crc&i-roads. Btfore proceeding far, 
however, I sent a stuff officer back, directing 
Colonel McMillen to move up bis advanced 
brigade as rapidly as passible, without dis- 
tressing his troops. Wnen I reached the 
crtf s-roads, I found uearly all the cavalry en- 
gaged and the battle growing warm; but no 
artillery bad yet opened on either srae. W9 
bad lour pieces of artillery at the cross-roa is. 
but they had not been placed in position, 
owing to the dense woods on all sides, and th<> 
apparent impossibility of Uoing them to ad- 
vantage. 

Finding that onr troops were being hotly 
pressed, I ordered one section t j open on tn - 
en^mj's receives. The enemy's artillery sooa 
replied, and with great accuracy, every shell 
bursticg over and in tbe immediate vicinity 
of our guns. Frequent calls were now m ij. 
for reinforcements, but until the infantry 
should arrive, 1 had, of coune, none to give. 
Col. Winslow, 4th Iowa cavalry, command 
ing a brigade, and occupying a position on 
tbe GunUwn roa<3, a little in advance of tc • 
c:o i-rcads, was especially clamorous to bo 
relievtd, and permitted to earry his brigadj 
to the rear. Fearing that Col. Winslow mi^ht, 
abandon his position without authority, an l 
kiowirg tbe impnitanca of the cros-:--ovu 
to us, I directed him, in case be should bo 
overpowered, tofa:l back slowly toward th* 
ere PE-roads— thus contracting his line ani 
s reegthening his position. I was especially 
anxious on this poiut becauee, throngh s^me 
misunderstanding that I am yet nnable to ex- 
p ain, the cavalry bad been withdrawn with- 
out rcy knowledge from the left, and I was 
compelkd to occupy the line, temporarily, 
with my escort, consisting of about oue hun- 
dred of ihe 19th Pennsylvania cavalry. This 
handful of troops, nnder the gallant Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Hesse, behaved very handsomely 
and held the line nntil the arrival of the in- 
fantry. 

About half- past one P. M. the infantry b - 
gsn to errive. Col. Hoge's brigade was first 
to reech tbe field, and wes placed in position 
by Col. McMillen, when the enemy was driv- 
en a little. Gen. Grierson now requester 
authority to withdraw the entire cavalry, as 
1 it was exhausted and well nigh out of am- 
munition." This I authorized a3 soon as suf- 
ficient infantry was in position to permit it, 
and be was directed to reorganize his com- 
mend in the lear, and hold it ready to operate 
on the flanks. In the meantime I had ordered 
a section of artillery to be placed in position 
on a knoll, near the little bridge, some three 
or four hundred yards in the rear, f jr the pur- 
pose of oppesing any attempt of the enemy to 
turn our left. 

I now went to this point to see that my 
ciders had been executed, andalsotu give di- 
rections for the management and protection 
of the wagon train. I fuund the section prop- 
erly nested, and supported by the 72d Ohio 
infantry, with two companies thrown forward 
as skirmishers, atd the whole under the su- 
perintendence of that excellent officer, Col. 
Wilkins, of the 9th Minnesota. While here 
the wagon train, which had been reported stiii 
a mile as.d a half in tbe rear, arrived. It was 
immediately ordered into an epen field near 
where the cavalry were reorganizing; there 
to be turned round and carried further toward 
the rear. The pressure on tbe right of the 
lice was now becoming very grea% and Gen- 
eral Grierson was directed to send a portion 
of his cavalry to that point. At this time I re- 
ceived a message from Colonel Hoge that he 
wits satisfied the movement on the right w\i a 
feint, and that tbe real attack was being made 
on tbe left. Another section of artillery wis 
now pieced in position, a tittle to the rear of 
Co'. Wilkins, but bearing on tho left of our 
main line; and a portion of the cavalry was 
thrown out as skirmishers. The cavalry 
which had been sent to the extreme rijht bs- 
pan now to give way, and at tbe samo time 
the enemy began to appear in foico in rear of 
tbe extreme left, while Colonel McMillen le- 
qniied reinforcements in the centre. I now 
endeavore d to get hold of the colored briga J e, 
which 'ormed the guard to the train. While 
travelling the short diatano to where the herd 
of tbe brigade should be found, the main line 
began to give way at various points. Ordtf 
soon gave way to confusion, and confusion to 
par ic. I sent an aid to Colonel McMillen, iu- 
fotmicg bim that I was unable to render him 
any additional assistance, and that he must ro 
all in hi" power with what be had to hold hie 
position uetil I could form a line to protect his 
retreat. 

On reaching the head of tha suiply tra ; o, 
Lieuteaant-Oolonel Hesse was dir^ctel to 
place in position iu a wood the first regiment of 
colored troor s 1 could find. This was done, 
and it is due to these troops to Bay here taat 
they held their ground well, and ronderad 
valuable aid to Colonel McMillen, who was 
soon after compelled to witudraw frotu -is 
original line, and take up new po3itionj in the 
retr. It was now five o'clotk, P. M. For 
seven hours these gallant men had held thur 
position against overwhelming number', but 
at last, overpowered and exhausted, they wore 
compelled to abandon not only the fi ll, 
but many of their gallant comrades, who h-ia 
fallen, to the mercy of the enemy. Every- 
where the army now drif .ed toward the roar, 
and was soon altogether beyond control. 1 
requested General Grierson to accompany me, 
aid to aid In checking the fleeing column, 
and establishing a new line. By dint or en- 
treaty and force, and the aid of se veral officers 
whom I called to my assistance, with pistols 
in their bands, we at length succeoried iu 
checking some twelve or fifteen hundred, aad 
establishing aline, of which Colonel Wilkias, 
9:b Minnesota, was place.d in comma<d. 
Al out this time it was reported to me that 
Colonel McMillen was driving the enemy. I 
placed bnt little faith in this report, yet dis- 
seminated it freely for tbe good effect it might 
produce on the troops. 

In a few minutes, however, the gallant Col. 
McMillen, sad and disheartened, arrived and 
reported his lines broken and iu confusion. 
The new line, nnder Colonel Wilkias, also 
gave way soon after, and it was ndw impr.a- 
rible to exercise any further control. Toe 
road beceme crowded and jammed with troops, 
the wagons and artillery, slakiig into the 
deep mud, became inextricable, and added to 
tbe general confusion which now prevailed. 
No power could now check or control the 
panic-stricken mass, ss it swept toward the 
rear, led off by Colonel Winslow, at the he^d 
01 his brigade of cavalry, an i who never halt- 
ed nntil he bad reached Stu'obj''', ten miles in 
rear. This was the greater pity, as his brigade 
was nearly, if cot entirely, intact, and m'i;ht 
have effeied considerable resistance to the 
advancing foe. About 10 o'clock P. M , I 
reai bed Stubbs's in person, wbem 1 found Col. 
Winslow and his brigade. I then informed 
him that his was the only organized body 
of men I bad been able to find, and directed 
him to edd to his own every possible force he 
could rally as they passed, and take charge 
of tbe reer — rema'n nz in position until all 
sh uld have passed. I also informed him, 
that, en account of the extreme darkness ef 
the nighL and the wretched condition of the 
r >eds, I nad little bone of saving anything 
more than the troops, and directed him there- 
to c, to dertroy all wagons and artillery 
which he mjsht 6nd blocking up tbe Ms, 
a' <* p-> venting the passage of the mei. Ia 
thiB way about two hundred wag.on9 md 
ipmteen p eces of ar illery were lost, maty 
oi the wag no beinie ha<ned and via artil- 
lery ai'ikid, and otherwise mutilated; the 
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ganized at Rinley, and the army pleated a 
quite reepecte.ble appearancs and woull hive 
been able to 1 aa ordarly retro . 

from that point but for the tinfortunave cir- 
cnrosUnce that the cartridg boxes wero well 
rii t h exhausted. At seven ?lock the column 
was again put in motion on he Salem road, 
the cavalry in edvsncs, folic .ved by infantry. 
Th* enemy preeced heavily on the rear, aad 
ttere wasnrjw nothing left but to keep in mo- 
th n so as to prevent tee breaking up of the 
rear, and to pass all cross-roads before the ene- 
my could reach tberr, as tbocommand was in 
no eor.dition to offer determined resistance' 
whether attacked in the front or rear. At 
eight o'clock A. M. on the 12th the column 
rei-ched Collinetvil!e,worn cut and exhausted 
by the fatieucs of figbting and marching for 
twodaysand tvro nights, without rest and 
without eating. About nojk of the same day 
a train arrived from Mempni3 bringing sirue 
2.0C0 infantry, commanded by Colonel Wolf, 
and supplies tor my suffering men, and I de- 
termined to remain here until the next dtty, 
for the purpose of resting and affording pro- 
tection to many who had dropped by the 
roadside through fatigue and other causes. 
Learning, however, toward evening that the 
cenomsnd at White's Station had information 
cf a large force of the enemy approaching 
that place from the southeast, and knowiag 
that my men were in no condition to offsr 
serious resistance to an enemy presenting 
himself across my line of march, I informed 
the General commanding the district by tel- 
egraph that I deemed it prudont to continue 
my march to White's Station; accordingly, 
at nine P. M. tbe column marched again, 
and arrived at White's Station at daylight 
next morning. 

This report having already become more 
circumstantial tban was anticipated, I have 
purposely omitted the details of our march 
ftom Ripley to White's Station, as tboy 
would extend it to a tiresome length, but 
would respectfully refer you for them to the 
sub reports herewith inclosed.

It is difficult to furnish any accurate esti- 
mate of the losses of the enemy, but they are 
supposed, !.; th>' pi inc^kl officers of my com- 
mand, to be fully ss great as our own ia kilt .-i 
aid wounded, and by many supposed to large- 
ly exceed onrs. I need hardly add that it in 
with fcelicgs cf the most profound pain aad 
regret, that I find mjself called upon to re- 
cord a defeat, and tbe loss aud suffering inci- 
dent to a ieverce at a point so tar distant fr at 
the base of supplies and reiuforcements. Vet 
there is some consolation in knowiag that 
army fought nebly while it did fight, and only 
yieldt d to overwhelming numbers. Tbe 
etieogth of the enemy is variously estimated 
by the most intelligent officers at from fifteen 
thousand to twenty thousand men. A very 
intelligent Sergeant who was c p'urei, and 
remained five days in tbe hands of the enemv^ 
reports tee number of tbe enemy actually en- 
gaged, to have been twelve thousand, and that 
two divisions ef iufantry were held in reserve. 
It Tjcay appear strange that so largo a fores of 
the enemy could be in our vicinity, aad we 
be ignorant of the fact; --at the surprise will 
exist in the minds of those only, who ace not 
familiar with the difficulty (I may say impos- 
sibility), of acquiring reliable information in 
the heart of the enemy's country. Our move- 
ments and numbers are always known ta the 
enemy, because every woman and child is one 
of them; bnt we, as everybody know3 who 
has any experience in this war, can only le «rn 
the movements of the enemy, and his num- 
bers by actually fighting for the iafortaatisn. 
That cur loss was great, is true, yet, that it 
was net greater, is due in an emioeut degree 
to the personal exertions of that model sol- 
dier, Colonel W. L. McMillen, of tbe 56th 
Ohio infantry, who commanded tho infantry, 
and to tbe sole commanders under him. 

While I will cot prolong tbis already ex- 
tended report by recording individual acts af 
gcod conduct, and tbe names of many brave 
officers and men who deserve mention, but 
will respectfully refer you for these to the re- 
ports of division and brigade commanders; 
yet I cannot refrain from expressing my hi^h 
appreciation of the valaable services rendered 
by that excellent and dashing officer, Colonel 
Joseph Karge, cf tho 2d New Jersey volua- 
teers, in bis reconnoissance to Corinth, aud 
his subsequent management of tbe rear guard 
durirTg a part of the retrer.t, fighting and de- 
fending the rear during one whole afternoon, 
and throughout the entire sight following. 

To the officers of my staff— Lieutcnaat- 
Colocel J. O. Hope, 19ch Pennsylvania caval- 
tjt commanding escort ; Captain W. O. R .- 
voile. A. D. C. and A. A. A. G., whose hor;e 
wss killed under him; Cap'ain W. C. Balden, 
2d Iowa cavalry, A. D. C. ; Lieutenant K. 
Cnnlkins, 7th Indiana cavalry, A. D. O ; 
Lieutenant Samuel Oakford, 19th Pennsyl- 
vania cavalry, A. D. C. ; L'eutenant Demeat, 
A. A Q. M ; Lieutenant W. H. Strattoa, 7ih 
Illinois cavalry, A. A. C. S. — whose namej 
appear in no other report — I am especially 
grateful fcr tbe promptness and zeal with 
which my orders were executed at all tim?3, 
ar.d often under trying and hazardous circum- 
Bt»nces. 

I am, Major, vory respectfully, your obe-

Tub Indias Troubles — From a son of Mr. 
A. G. Mausfiold, of this oily, who has just ar- 
rived by the coach from Denver, we learn that 
tbe hcBtile Indians still continuo their depre- 
dations on the plains. The u' tacks on emi- 
grant trains have become so frequent as to 
create the most serit.uj alarm. Near what is 
called the "cut off," between Fort Kearney 
and Denver, our informant saw tbe bodies of 
Bix men who bad been murdered. Two of 
ihe murdered men had been met by the over- 
land stage-ditver a few hours before their dead 
bodies weie discovered, hunting cattle. Wnen 
found they weie scalped, and wero yet quite 
wr.im. 

On one occasion recently all the s'ock h»s 
hem taken from an overland station, and tae 
raLcbmen in some instances are breaming so 
frightened that they are packing up their 
effects and abandoning their pests. ITaiesj 
protection is offered, it is thought the traas- 
; crtation of the mail will soon bo very unsafe. 

The Indians are urged on, and their opera- 
tions are directed by a band ot outlaws from 
New Mexico. They have no other object 
tl en plubder, but they do not hesitate to com- 
mit niuider at any time when their devilish 
scl ernes require it 

Mr. Mant field regards it entirely unsafe for 
small parties to attempt the overland trip 
duticg the balance of the present season. The 
savages are lurkiug everywhere ready to 
poucceupon all trains which they think inca- 
pable of eeiion3 resistance. Emigrants now 
out are banding together, and do not attempt 
to travel in companies ot less than tweuty to 
thirty teams. 

An immense number cf ox teams are now 
on tfceir way ia from Denver for tbe purpose 
of takingcat freiubt.

THE IRREPRESSIBLE CONFLICT. 

JIT S. 8. NICHOLAS. 

This false dogma has no basis of fact, nor 
is it sustained by any rational teaching of pr> 
litical science. Tho "irrcprefsiblo conflict 
j br. je, with its sequent dogma, was tha in- 
vention of a fire-euier, to promote disunion. 
This tendency was so obvious, that when 
Messrs. Lincoln and Seward borrowed tbe 
phrase and publicly propagated tbe .1 .^m-\ 
for the purpose of 6ectionr.lizing the North 
into a political party to gratify their ambition, 
they brought thiir loyalty to the Union into 
donbt or suspicion. When first promulgated 
by them tbe dogma received the sanction of 
no disinterested, intcltieent men. By all 
such it was viewed as a mere hypocritical 
pretext of inordinate ambition, as a very 'bin, 
ct'.emptcd disguise to their personal ainu. 
ltd aisuuion tendency was so obvious, 
that their advocacy justly brought them 
ui der the suspicion of puisiiag their 
aim. reckiess of disunion. Their clo^a 
« ffhation with these aboiitionints who had 
the atrocious frankaeiS to avow th-fir ha e 
for the Union and Constitution, as "cov- 
enants with death and leaeues with hall," 
increased this suspicion. Regardless of tbe 
warning of wiser an 1 better men that thsy 
would infallibly cause civil war if not disua- 
ion, they pursued their selfish aim to the ac- 
complishment ot the prediction, aud in ex- 
cuse for their crimo they have incessantly 
dinned the dogma into the public ea r. Since 
they have openly abolitioaized themselves by 
avewing abolition and cot restoration of the 
Union as the main object of the war; since 
they with their whole party have shown 
vengeance not reconciliation to be the main 
object, the dogma has been reiterated with 
new industry, with increase! dogmatism. It 
is their main justification, for tao obviously 
disunion tend»ncy of their measures and their 
blce.d-ttirsty pursuit of diabolic vengeance. 

If the dogma were based oa any siunl 
theory or ectual experience it ought to h \ 
bad its exemplication where free aud slave la- 
bor bave their longest line of contact. It h 
there the very crush of the conflict wonld 
bave ensued. The Ohio river Is that line of 
contact. Yet, no other border between States 
can show on both sides a more harmonious, 
rapid, prosperocsgrowtb, ora better mingling 
ot the feelings ot good neighborship. TV 
inhabitants of the souihera border of Ohio, 
Indiana, and Illinois have never yet mani- 
fested ncy Eeriou3 general dla.-atisfac'iou with 
negro Elavtryas prejudicial to them. Ab> 
lilioniem has been mainly coafiaed to tbe 
northern parts of those Sute3, whdre the in- 
habitants have no opportunity oy observation 
(0 obtain information on the subj.ct, aad 
where by no possibility cauld they feel any 
ctil effect from slave labor s-jU'.h of the Ohio. 

Tbe most unanswerable disproof of the 
dogma is to be found in the aucrecsdentedly 
rapid growth cf onr whole country in weaUh 
and population. This growth has baeu pra- 
grtEsing with even accelerated rapidity 
during the last twenty or thirty years, whiUt 
abolitionists and secessionists wera giving 
the slave question eveiy po)si>»le agit ; - .ioa. 
This inccnteetably proves that all the country 
needed for an unabated continuance of na- 
tional prosperity was to siveit from fanatic 
empiricism and tbe charlatan experiments of 
raw or selfUb politicians. AU tho cauatry 
r eeled was to be let alone in i's well doing. 
But this did not suit the personal aspirations 
ot Lincoln, Seward, etc. Hence the preach- 
ing of the new evangel of ''the irrepressible 
conflict between ftee and slave labor," "the 
bouse divided sg .inst itself must fall," "the 
country must become all tree or all slaveholti- 
irg," etc., etc. Hence, also, the civil war. 
Their sinister aid to secessionists and aboli- 
tionists in exciting sectional j >alousy, has 
cataed that wioe spread g, ciioual ali-aatiou 
and defection fVoaa Union love, whose result 
is the war. 

Though there is no truth ia the alleged 
conflict between free and shave labor whilst 
kept apart in eoparate Stat»?, yet it must be 
admitted that there is such conflict between 
white and black labor. Tais is shown too 
plainiy for aenial by the legislation of free 
States prohibiting tbe immigratioa of free 
negroes, and by thcee rooh violences driving 
baek the attempted influx of "contrabands," 
despite that legiste.fioD. This however is not 
a consequence of tbe slave institatiou, for it 
only occurs after the slaves have been set 
free. It is the eole consequence of the repug- 
nance of the whites 19 th? blacks — the strong, 
natural rer-ugnan»e of race. Nature for wise 
purposes, whilst dividing tbe human family 
into different races of differing color, lan 
gua;e, and physique, has imolauted a string 
repugnance of race to race. Tnis repugnance 
breaksforth whenever the white laborer fiods 
the mep.ro interloping and competing with 
htm for euoployment, and afford3 the only 
instance, in our country, of conflict between 
two classes of labor. 

If the dogma were true, then it Is strange 
that they who proach it do not psreaive what 
a strong justification it would afford the 3ou a 
for attempting disaniun.and what a persuasive 
argument itw ould offer to the slaveholding bar 
der States to aid in the arena at. All the present 
aud future interests of tbe Sauth are so inex- 
tricably interwoven with tho slave institution 
that its defence against immediate abolition is 
in some meas *e a necesiity. This would 
be comparatively true even if the b'ack3 were 
exported. But their pregencs alter emancipa- 
tion wonld Ir.tensify tho injury of impoverish- 
ment from robbery, causing a never ceasiag 
conflict between white and black labor, iatea- 
8iC. ii by all the abhorrence cfrace to race. As 
Baid by Jefferson, "tbe South bos the wolf by 
the ears, and can't let go her bold.'' This she 
casnotdo, however nn comfortable her position 
wh;i: t holding on. Such a community cf whites 
and blacks would ei j >y sochcomtortasmiirnt 
be supposed ta ensue between a coup'el wolf 
and beer. Bat the dogma is Dot truo. The 
Union can bo restored with a renewed lease 
of life, under the Cons' itu'ian as it is, leaving 
tbe slave question where it was found, uudar 
the exclusive control of the several Stat93. 
The ttue doctrine on this subject is folicitoasly 
expressed in tbe following resolution, adopted 
id 1869, by the legislature of Tennessee, whilst 
still untainted by disunionism: 

"All tfce evils growing outofiatense slavery 
agitation— all tho discord, alienation, and bit- 
ter hatied between-the North and the South — 
are the legitimate fruit, not of any n cs'ary 
or 'irrepieasibie conflict' between free and 
slave lator, but of acoi Sict between rival as- 
pirants in the race of ambition, North aad 
South, ureed on by an inordinate greeiuf 
official power and plunder." 

Whatever of cin there wa3 in keeping up 
negro slavery was confined to the Southern 
S'ates, these ef the North having no legiti- 
mate right to interfere with or control the 
su't ject. Whatever of "mo -al, social, or po- 
litical evil" it cansed was inflicted exclusively 
upon the States where it was allowed. So far 
83 jts operation extended to the North, It was 
an nnnoixed benefit, giving to (be p r Ju :.s 
of Northern free labor a mo.-t commoiiom, 
bruntifnl maiker, without any taste of the 
"morel, social, or political evil." As a cau39 
for political jealousy, it could not be raised to 
he uigniiy of even aplanenblo pretext whilat 
there were eighteen free S.atrs with only fif- 
teen slaveholding end a corresponding pre- 
ponderance of free State population. All th» 
antagonism, nuu ual bate, and mutual abase of 
aboliiioniBts and fire-eaters, could nevor have 
srou ed a sectianel aliena'ion »,t all perilous 
to tbe Clio..', if ill t>u evil hoar ainbiious 
Northern aspirants, "urged on by au inor- 
dinate greed of official power r,ni plnuder," 
bad not organized the Free-soil or R-pubiioaa 
patty on the basis cf avowed hostility to an in- 
" ution closely connee'ed with the 
peace, happiness, and prosperity of the fifteen 
slave States. This they did despite tbe earn- 
est reiterated warciags of President Fillmore 
and other eminent statesmen that their sue- 
r- ss in eectionaliz>ng tbe North, for their 
benefit, into a preponderant sectional North- 
ern parly, by playing upon the universal 
prejudice p?ainst or repugnance to slavery, 
must inevitably result in the organization of 
an opposing stctional party at the South, the 
conflicts between the two leading unavoid- 
ably to civil war and dieuDton. They were 
f it her told that it was irrational to suppo e 
that fifteen StaUo would snbmit to b -in de- 
barred from all participation ia the adminis- 
tration of the govcmm nt by the, success of a 
tarty upon surh tin inimical narrow baji?. 
Furiheimore, they were told amidst the son. 
cm ring applause of Northern audiences, that if 
things were reversed, the people of tho North 
would not submit to the dominating proscrip- 
t on of eucb a Southern party. The disregard by 
those ambitious a=;irants of all these warn- 
ings leaves them ouiy one of two sl'ernatives, 
the moro preferable of which they can seledt 
for themselves. They either had not the 
sense to see what all disinterested men of in- 
tellicence saw so plainly, and which has been 
so fully verified in the reeult — or for the gra i- 
ficaliou of their too eager greed for power 
they krowingly placed the nation iu the im- 
minent peril of the tiemendousdisaster which i 
has ensued. Ttte one or the other alternative 
is ro dareeg'Dg to their intelligence or patri- 
otism ss to disqualify them for further trust. 

Tbe folly or reckless selfish ambition of 
these men, enabled the desperadoes of the 
hVoib, under - the influence of an eqoally bad, 
selfish Bmbirion, to eroose Southtr-i jealousy 
and fe»r, to eecticnaliz* the South, and, by 
piocuticg the cenin 1 ol its legislatures, pre- 
cipitate it into sicssioa ana civil war in 
a-oidacce of aiolitxmr ule. Tbis too, wh>n, 
eccoitiing to the Frcb'ible Eh owing of Presi- 
dent Lincoln, a D.ejorit-v ot tbe people oi 
1 very Southern State, einept South Oarotina, 
wire opposed to disun'on. if they had ban al- 
lowed tbe opportunity of expressing their r?al 
o| inion. 

Here lies the grra*, unf irgivabls c-.imi of 
tboee Southern ltodcrs, the n-su- in* cf ft* 
right to think for tbe B ut'i-rn psop'e, and, 
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by pT< eiiil'atirn, tbru«in^ ih'S vreat c*i?mit 
tiptn them without afford njr ^ J «iat\ta opnoi 
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Their Northern counterparts, the co-opera- 
tin g ihsttgctrorff of the rebellion, onrtht equally 
to feel the etinga of conscience, if they have 
any. Yet tbey give no sign of repentance, 
but to (scape censure for ihii.- crime impious- 
ly t.tt;-Eint to cast upon Providencn all re3p m- 
eibility f jr the great natiecal calamity. In- 
stead of atonement they make a full develon- 
meat of that bitter bate toward the South, 
with which the desperadoes accused them, 
the fear of which mainly caused the rebellion, 
and the proof of which has given the South 
the sympathy of neaily all Christendom out- 
side our ^ own country, whilat it 
also affords tho only plausible excu;e 
that tiuth or history can effsr in 
txtcnuation of the rebellion. Instead of 
doiDg anything to sooth's the irritation and 
fear they have aroused, they are doing all 
they can to increase both, aud render recoa- 
ciliation perfectly impracticable. Iustead of 
atonement to their country for ths disastrous 
pursuit of their reckless ambition, they are 
attempting the destruction of the Constitu- 
tion and exciting a national fear of an in- 
tention to perpetuate power in their bands 
despite the popular will. 

KnowiDg as those men did that taking thft 
nation ss a whole full two thirds of i*. were 
unalterably opposed to abolitioaisra, that a 
milliot and a half if not a majority of the 
loyal fclui of Oio North wore 00 oppoeai, 
their precipitation of the nation into the ab- 
olitionizing of the war aud so closing the 
door to reconciliation, was a moral crime 
only a degree lees than that of the Southern 
le&ders in precipitating the attempt at dis- 
union through civil war.

By an act of Congress, approved June 30,

Tbcc:rccm9tauce3 under which this ioaa is 
asked for, and your aid invoked, though differ- 
ing widely from the existing state of affairj 
ttriCjeais ego, are such as afford equai ea- 
ct in s< merit and security. Time, while prov- 
ing thai the struggle tor national unity was 
to exceed in duration and severity our wor.-t 
anticipation, bas tested the ua- ioaa! strength, 
and developed the national resources, to no 
extent uhke unexpected and remarkable, ex- 
citing equal astonishment at home and 
abio&d. Three years of war have burdened 
yon with a debt which, but three years nince, 
would have seemed beyond your ability to 
meet. Yet tbe accumulated wealth and pro- 
ductive energies of the nation have proved to 
be so vast thai it has been borne with cam - 
parative ease, and a peaceful future wonld 
h>>iilly fee! its weight. As a price paid for 
natioBal existeac, aud the preservation of 
free ineliiutioue, it etot-s nut aesdtve a mo- 
ment's consideration. 

Thus tar the war has been supported ani 
carried on, as it only could have been, by n 
pec pie retolred, at whatever costof bload and 
treasure, to transmit, unimpaired, to posterity 
the system Of free government bequeathed to 
them by the great men who framed it. 
This deliberate aad patriotic ;• - va naa 
duvelrped a power aurorieing even^ to 
tt eamelvcs. It bus shown that in less 
tban a century a nation ha] arisen, 
unsurpassed in vigor and exhaustlo3s in re- 
sources, able to conduct, through a series of 
ycnis, war on its most gigantic soale, and 
finding itself; when near it] close, almost ua- 
imreired in all the material elemeats af pow- 
er. It has, at the present moment, great ar- 
mite in the field, fao'ing an enemy apparently 
a: preaching a period of utter exhaustion, but 
still struggling with a force the greater and 
me re desperate as it sees, aad because it sees, 
the near approach of a fi nal and fatal consnm- 
mat on. Such, in my deliberate judgment, is 
thepnsent condition of tbe great contest for 
rdvll llbettj iu which you are now engaged. 

Up to the present moment you have readily 
and cheerfally afforded tbe means necessary 
to support ycur government in this protracted 
struggle. It is your war. You proclaimed it, 
and you have sustained it against traitors 
everjwtere, with a palriotic devotion unsur- 
passed in the world's history. 

The securities offered are such as should 
commacd your ready confidence. Much ef- 
fort bas been made to shake public faith in 
our national credit, both at home. aud abroad. 
As j et we have asked no foreign" aid. Calm 
and eelf reliant, our own means h^e thm far 
proved adequate to our wants. They are yot 
ample to meet those of tbe present aud the 
fnrcre. It still remains for a patriotic psople 
tofurn'sh the needfnl supply. The brave man 
who are fighting our baitles by land and sea 
must be fed aad clothed, muni. ions af war of all 
kinds must be furnished, or the war must end 
in defeat and disgrace. This is not tho lime 
for any lover of bis country to inquire as ta 
tho state of tbe nvoney market, or a?k 
whether he can so invest his surplus capital 
as to yield him a larger return. N a return, 
and no profit, enn be desirable if followed by 
national dissoi ution or national disgrace. 
Present nrofi', thus acquired, is but tbe pre- 
cursor ci future and spsedy destruction. No 
investment can be so surely piofirable aa that 
which tends to injure the national existeac?. 

I am encouraged in tho belief that by the 
recent legislation of Congress oar fiaaacs 
may scon be placed n«on a founder aod more 
static footing. The present deraaged condi- 
tion of tbe currency is imputable, in a grsat 
decree, to distuibances arising trom tbe with- 
drawal of neceswry checks, often inevitable 
in time of war, when expend!. ures must large- 
ly exceed any possible supply ot coin. The 
opportunities thus presented 10 acquire sudian 
wealth have led to vicious speculation, a coa- 
srqutnt increase of prices, aud violent fltictua- 
tior. The remedy is lo bs found only iu con- 
trolling the necessity which ba^ets the evil. 
Hitherto we have felt tho need ol more extso> 
sivc find vigorous taxation. Severe coaiaioat 
has been mode upon what seemed to maay an 
undue limidi'y and tardiness of action oa the 
part cf Corgreess h this regard. I deeru it 
but just to say that very great raiearoprohen- 
sion has existed, and perbapsstill exists, upon 
tin's poiut. Legislators, like ail others, have 
much to lee.ru in a new condition of affairs. 
An entirely new system wss to be devised, 
■ci that system must neo-essirily o* tha 
giowth of time and eiperionce. It is not 
strange that first efforts should have proved 
imperfect and inadequate. To lay heavy bu-- 
dr-rid on a great aud patriotic p r ople in eaca a 
mai'ner as to be equal, and ao to oma- 
sion tho leas', ainonui of suffering or aa- 
ncjnnce, r quires time and c-.U'ioa, and 
vast labor; aud, with all -hose, exprsriao.CS is 
needful to test tbe value of tho rysum, and 
correct its errors. Such has been the work 
which Congiess was called upon to perform. 
I at?; bappy to soy that daily results are 
n ■ h g the InferLtal Revenue act to exceed in 
e ffictent-y the most sanguine expectation? of 
itsmtbors. In the month of June, 1863. it 
yielded about four aad one half milliou-- of 
dollars, while the corresDOudiug Bkouth or this 
year te'.urred ahout fifteen millions ualer 
tbe same taw. Under the new law, which 
went into operation on the first day of the 
pres nt month, the Treasury not unfrequent- 
ly receives one milliou iu a day. An time 
and e xperience enable the officers employed iu 
collecting tho revenue to enforce the stringent 
pruvisicBSOf tbe new law, I trust that a mil- 
lion per day will be found the rule and not tbe 
exception. Still, much space is undoubtedly 
left for improvement in the law and in its ad- 
micistraticn, as a greater amount of necesa *ry 
information is acquired. Tfn proper sources 
ot revenue, and the mo3t effective modss ot 
obtaining it are best developed in the execu- 
tive of existing laws. And I hove caused 
measures to be initiated which will, it is be- 
lieved, enable Oongress s« to impro7ear.d en- 
larpethe system as, when taken iu connec- 
tion with the revenue from customs, and 
other sources, to afford an ample and secure 
baS'S for tbe national credit. Only on such a 
b, sis, and in- a steady and vigorous res r«afit 
men currency, can a remedy b? found tar 
existing evils. Such restraint can only be ex- 
ercised when 'he Government is furnished 
w it b means to provide fcr its nr cissities. Bat 
without tbe aid of 9 patriotic pr>orde auy poy- 
ernment is powerless, tor this or any other 
d' ri'able end. 

1 be oenomina'iansof the notes proposed to 
be . .uerj, ranging from fifty to rive thousand 
dollt ra. pUce these securities within the reach 
of all w bo are disposed to aid their country. 
For their redemption the faith and honor and 
property of that country are eolemuly pledged. 
A successful i- i ■ to this contest, now be- 
lieeed to be near at hand, will largely enhance 
their value to the bolder; and, peace once re- 
stored, all burdens can bo lightly borne. He 
whoseifishly withholds bis aid in the hope of 
turning his available means to greater imme- 
diate profit is speculating upon his country's 
mtslortunes, and may find that what seems to 
be preeent gain leads only to fu'ura loss.

Hnncoek and Sheridan mr.rched night ba- 
fore last all uight, and yesterday at 1 P. M. 
begi n crossiDjj the Jimeson a pontoon newly 
laid a little below the one cosnecting with 
Foster's lodgment at Deep Botr9S| cm the 
lett bank. 

Barlow'* division was the first acroa, and 
nuebed rapidly ahead — swiaginir up the river, 
and Hunting the rebels' position opposite. 
Foster, with two hundred and thirty men of 
the 183d Pennsylvania regiment, and Col. 
Lynch, of Wile's brigade, charged a battery 
of fcur 20-pound Parrot guns with a loss of 
onlv twenty. 

The guns proved to be those of Aehby'a 
battery, lost by Gen. Smi.h in tile early part 
of the campaign. 

Wtile the attack was being made on the flank 
Fos.er demonstrated in front, which doubt- 
iefs helped toward tho result. Hancock then, 
SB lis division cameo advanced a mile 
up tbe river, and Sheridan's, Reid's, and 
Grepg's divisions crossing immediately after- 
ward, turned off ou his right, and, with Ifer- 
ri'i's brigade, struck the New Market and 
Long Bridge road at its intersection with the 
Malvern.Bill road, same tour miles above tbe 
lat'er place. 

The second corps followed on bis right, and 
then Sheridan's cavalry, jeeling out all thu 
roads und swinging round upon the enemy's 
left flank. The general direction of the lino 
being frem southwest to northeast, but the 
rebels position was on a range of hill very 
etroDg, and he was known to have two fall 
division; — Kershaw's of Longntreet's corp3, 
and Wilcox of Hill's corps 

It wss almost sight, and no further advaaca 
was nttempted. Notwithstanding the numer- 
ous sensation retorts about the rebel move- 
ment iu the valley, and ihe additional report of 
fighting during the day in Maryland but 20 
mill 9 from Washington. We again repeat, 
thus far the affair has not developei any fea- 
ture of serious importance. No rebels have 
either crossed or atirmpiei to cros3 the Poto- 
mac, and the latest tollable advices say that 
they are falling back, having probably heard 
from Gre.nt. 

Persons who arrived here to-day from Har- 
per's Ferry confirm the report that tho rebels 
bave disappeared from the banks of tbe Po- 
tomac between ihoro and 'Jartiusburg. Cav- 
alry Ecouts, however, repirt the rebels in 
strong ton e a short didtance beyond Martins- 
burg, moving in ihe direction of the Oumbsr- 
ai d. 

Their force is estimated at from 35 000 to 
45 000 strong, including 15,000 or 20,000 reiu- 
forcements from Richmond. 

Gen. Otooka bas been assigned to the com 
mand ot WeBtfirn Virginia. 

Tbis appointment does not in any manner 
interfere with Hunter's jurisdiction.

New York, July 30. 
A special to the World, dated Washington, 
29th, says intelligence from the Upper Po- 
tomac tc-day, confirms advices of yestarday, 
that the the enemy have fallen back from tha 
line of tbe river, having made no new demon- 
stration during tbe past twenty-four hours. 
Whether tbsy bave fallen back to Winches- 
ter , or even farther down tha valley, is yet 
unknown. 

There is no longer any reason for keeping 
a rerret of the fact that Grant's last movement 
against Richnaoni was einected by himself 
and bis friends, to result in something far 
more decisive thau anything ho has yet un- 
dertaken egaibSt the rebel capital. 

Senator Wade, of Ohio, and wife, somethrea 
weeks since, paid a visit to the Army of the 
Potomac, the Senator feeling very blue at i 
what he supposed was a failure of Grant's 
campaign against Richmond. Oa his return 
to Washington after bis visit, however, ho 
was iu the best of spirits, and told his inti- 
mate friends that he had no doubt at all but 
that the rebel capital will soon be captured. 

Gen. Grant told bim that aU long dtloy 
beioie Petersburg was due solely to tie ex- 
treme drouth, which rendered it impossible 
for him to move his men und aaimais fnta 
wbeie fresh water could be procured. 

Gen. Graut told Wade that just at soon as 
sufficient rain fell to insure sufficient supplies 
and >y the intolerable rant in tbe roads, he 
wouid make a movement which would fully 
saiuiy the fullest expectations of the country

A special to the Tribune from Harper's 
Ferry says: The rebols bave fallen back to- 
ward Winchester, where it is believed they 
intend to concentrate and make a stand. It 
i3 barely possible that the rebe's will try a 
desperate expedient in making another dash 
on Wofbicgton. 

It is impossible therefore to predict future 
movements. A collision may occur before 
to morrow morning. Iu spite of all that can 
be learned from scouts, deserters, aad citizens, 
the number of the enemy is still a matter of

LETTER FROM MARIETTA. 

Marietta, July 25, 1864. 

I bave heard rumors without number here 
this morning, but owing to my iuability to 
reech headqnarteis before evening, I am usa- 
ble to cenfitm or deny them. I shall, there- 
fore, give you a few specimens as they were 
told me, with tbe hope that tbey may prove 
interesting if true, and amusing if false. At 
th's moment the greatest suspense prevails as 
to the resnlt of Sherman's operations. The 
few with whom I baveconversedexpren great 
confidence in the ability of our great com- 
mander. It is reported that Gen. Hood has 
declared bis intention to force Sherman to re- 
treat across ti e Chattaboochie river or sacri- 
fice bis whole army in the attempt, Iu such 
an event, Sherman, without exhibiting the 
boestful spirit ef Johnston, would have his ad- 
versary "just where he wants him." A "fair 
stand up fighi" conld only result in th9 defeat 
of tho rebels. It is the opinion of many 
that Hood will actually attempt his proposed 
mevement. Atlanta must still be fought for, 
and won, but only by conflicts iu the future 
of tbe most desperate character. 

It is reported that Hood sent a flag of truce 
to General Sherman, aeking permission to 
Luty bis dead. Tbe number of killed and 
wounded on our part is thought to bo between 
two and three thousand — that of the rebela 
frem feven to ten thousand. We have taken 
many prisoners. A more woe-begone look- 
in giant it haa never been my fortune to look 
upon. Tbe advance, to the number of almost 
twelve hundred, including fifty-five officers, 
arrived U is morning, and are now lounging 
through the public ttquare. Tney were taken 
Irc m Hardee's corps. 

Everything in and iear Marietta gives evi- 
dence, not only cf tbe fearful earnestness and 
stem determination of our commander, but 
alio of preparation for tbe capture of Atlanta. 
Yesteiday, on my way from Chattanooga to 
tbis place, our train passed a hospital-train 
of twelve cars, all well filled with sick and 
wconded. This morning twenty-five cars 
are Etanding on the track, filled to overflow- 
ing with mangled, bleeding humanity, ready 
to be transport! d to tbe Northern hospitals. 

Heretofore I had recognized, in the ruined 
homesteads and devastated country through 
which 1 bad patsed, the track of the destroy- 
ing angel; but in looking upon these poor 
fellows, with their shattered limbs, and in- 
flamed, bruised bodies, a new and more fear- 
ful view was presented. Suffering the most 
terrible egony from gaping wounds and 
broken limts, their parched lips and livid 
facet — telling mote than language could of 
tbeir physical anguish; no si^h would escape 
1 ■ in, except of regret that nothing more 
tban their lives could be given as a sacrifice 
for their country's honor. Ob, ye who would 
destroy the land which such spirits adore, 
what most be the iato that awaits 
you in da5S to come? 

I em now sitting upon tbe verandah of a 
deserted mansion, writing tbis hasiy letter, 
and es I write I cannot but reflect that per- 
bflis the former inhabitant of this aristocratic 
locking dwelling has done his part toward 
shaping the deetiny of these noble spirits, now 
languiebiig and expiring with pain. I have 
juct learned that there was but Blijihi. skirmish- 
ing yesterday, and the conjecture is that Mr. 
Reb. iu drawing hie furces out of ranee of ou 
artillery.

ttW Some of Mr. Lincoln's partisans in 
Kentucky are reckless and silly enough to 
accuse Governor Bramlette of inconsistency 
in condemning Mr. Lincoln's policy and op- 
posing his re-election. The accusation is ab- 
surd. It is manifestly absurd. Nevertheless, 
we will take the pains to set forth its absurdi- 
ty, manifest though it is, as the occasion ena 
bless us to place before the public, in a very 
striking light, the real position of the patriotic 
Kentuckiaas whom the minions of Mr. Lin- 
coln amongst us are stigmatizing daily as 
copperheads and rebel sympathizers. Wo 
make no apology for the space the exhibition 
fills, for the space could not be filled with 
more pertinent or more valuable matter. 

The Convention of the Union Democracy 
of Kentucky, which met in this city on the 
18th of March in 1863, adopted a platform 
containing the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That cur institutions are assailed 
by an armed rebellion on one side which can 
only be met by the sword; and on the other 
by unconstitutional acts of Congress, and 
startling usurpations of power by the Execu- 
tive, which we have seen by experiment can 
be corrected by the ballot-box. Policy, as 
well as principle, requires that Kentucky 
shall await the process of reform, which is 
slow but snre, and refrain from all unlawful 
and unconstitutional acts, which have already 
brought terrible calamities upon the country; 
whilst we invoke the aid of all patriotic men 
to avert the evils that threaten our free insti- 
tutions. 

Resolved, That this General Assembly rec- 
ognizes a manifest difference between any 
administration of the government and the 
government itself— the one is transitory, lim- 
ited in duration only to that period of time for 
which the officers elected by the people are 
charged with the conduct of the same; the 
other is permanent, intended by its founders 
to endure forever. 

Resolved, That this General Assembly now, 
in the exercise of its right to differ in opinion 
with the national Executive, enters its sol- 
emn protest against the proclamation of the 
President of the United States, dated 1st of 
January, 1863, by which he assumes to eman- 
cipate all slaves within certain States, hold- 
ing the same to be unwise, unconstitutional, 
and void. 

Rttolved, That this General Assembly de- 
clares that the power which has recently been 
assumed by th« Presideat of the United States, 
whereby, under the guise of military necessi- 
ty, he has proclaimed and extended martial 
law over States where war did not exist, and 
has suspended the writ of habtas corpus, is 
unwarranted by the Constitution, and its ten- 
dency is to subordinate civil to military au- 
thority, and to subvert constitutional and 
free government. 

Resolved, That this general Assembly hails 
with pleasurable hope the recent manifesta- 
tions of conservative sentiment among the 
people of the non-slaveholding States in their 
late e)ections,and regard the same as the earn- 
est of a goed purpose on their part to co-oper- 
ate with all other loyal citizens — give securi- 
to the rights of every section, and maintain 
the Union and the Constitution as they were 
Oidained by the founders of the republic. 

Judge Bramlette accepted the nomination 
for the Governorship on this platform. And 
on this platform he proceeded to canvass the 
State. 

In the course of the canvass, the partisans 
of Mr. Lincoln here, who in default of a tick- 
et of their own had decided tD vote for the 
ticket of the Union Democracy, undertook to 
misrepresent one of Judge Bramlette's speeches 
as a plea in behalf of Mr. Lincoln's policy, 
when Judge B. promptly corrected the mis 
representation in a public letter from which 
we take the explicit and emphatic passage] 
below : 

I am made to say, in reference to the war 
policy of the administration — "While Ken- 
tucky expressed no opinions, either dissenting 
from or approving these measures," &c. At 
Carlisle, and in every speech made by me else- 
where, i stated, with all the point and dis- 
tinctness that I could, that the Union Democ- 
racy of Kentucky condemned, in the strong- 
est terms, all the radical measures of the war 
policy o! the administration, and were pledged 
to nse all peaceful and legitimate means to 
currect them; that they held the government 
to be right, and the best government in the 
world, and that it should-not ba overthrown 
because of any obnoxious measures or policy 
of any administration ; that they hold that 
there is a marked distinction between any 
administration of the government and the 
government itself. The one is transient— of 
short duration, and may be all wrong; the 
ether was formed "to endure forever," and is 
all right. 

I have stated in every speech, without ex- 
ception, and I have been particular so to do, 
that I gate my full and unreserved assent to the 
platform of the Union Democracy adopted at 
Louisville, in convention assembled on the 
18th of March last. 

• • * • • 

Again, I am ma>'o to say in reference to the 
President's emancipation proclamation: "All 
Territories were excepted where it could not 
be nsed to effect some useful purpose in sup- 
pressing the rebellion," and, "for my part, I 
would Bay, if emancipation will effect any- 
thing down there, go aheid." Neither the 
words nor the thongits were ever mine. I 
have never believed "any useful purpose eould 
be effected by it;" on the contrary, evil, and 
only evil; and, so fir from saying "go ahead," 
have ever insisted mo3t earnestly upon a re- 
versal of all such measures as conflict with 
the Constitution, and tend only to evil. And 
this, with all otn?r radical measures, I stand 
with the Union Democracy pledged to use all 
peacelul and legitimate means to correct. 

Referring in a subsequent letter to the 
charge i bat he in tbesamespeech had approved 
the employment of negro soldiers, he said: 

The ohMfa is wholly untrue. In no speech 
have I fuiled to state that I, with the Union 
Democracy, condemned the employment of 
negro soldiers, and was pledged to use all 
constitutional and peaceful means to get rid 
of them. 

In his statesmanlike and eloquent speech in 
this city at a later period of the canvass, Judge 
Bramlette said: 

These point6— undying devotion and loy- 
alty to the government, and the determina- 
tion to adhere to it and preserve it at all 
hazards. — the duty of the State Government 
to see the laws executed — the condemnation 
of the radical measures of the Federal admin- 
istration in power, and the pledge to correct 
them by peaceful and constitutional moans 
through the bailot box — all meet my mi3t 
cordial approval and support. There is no 
issue m .de against them in Kentucky. 

Such was Judgo Bramlette's position as de- 
fined by himself and declared by his fries i- 
throughout the canvass. 

In bis inaugural address, he stated and ex- 
panded the same position. We quota the 
following extracts from that masterly address, 
premising that the marks of emphasis are the 
author's: 

How Bhall the Constitution-abiding, Union- 
loving, conservative men, North and South, 
meet the issue presented by those who, on tho 
one hand, seek, by usurpation, to pervert the 
Constitution, to invade its sanctuaries, and 
overthrow its securities, and, on the other, to 
destroy the Constitution and the Union by 
forcible revolution — the one in political, the 
othe: in warlike array? 

Wc mast meet them in the modes sanctioned 
by the constitution. Through the ballot-box 
we must control legislation within j ust limits, 
and by the judiciary protest against the in- 
fliction of acts violative of the constitution; 
and with the whole resources and military 
power of our government we must crush the 
rebellion and restore the national authority 
over the revolted States. This is the pledge of 
conservatism ; this we must do, or our govern- 
ern perishes, and with it the hope of free gov- 
ernment forever I 

#>••••* • 

It should be borne in mind that we have now 
and will have at the close of the, rebellion, the 
identical constitution which the extremists 
Beek todestroy-theone by innovation, theoth- 
•r by force. It cannot be altered except in the 
manner therein prescribed. The same fac ts eiist 
in reference to each State — loyal and disloyal. 
Rebellion has not altered, or changed, or modi- 
fied either the Federal or State constitutions. 
Nor has the rebellion destroyed the existence of 
the States as States of the Union. Their revolt 
only suspends the actios of the civil authority 
of the Federal Government within the re- 
volted districts, pending the revolt, and sub- 
stitutes the military authority until their re- 
bellion ceases, and they consent to accept tho 
civil instead of the military rule. 

No reconstruction is necessary. The gov- 
ernment is complete— not broken — net do- 
Btroyed; but, by the blessing of God, aha: I 
endure forever. A revolted State has notn 
ing, therefore, to do but to cease resistance t j 
duty and law, and return to its fealty, organ- 
ize under its constitution, as it waf before 
and would be now but for the revolt and thuj 
place itself in harmony with the Fweral Gov 
ernment. Thus all that was suspended by 
revolt will be restored to actitn. But will 
not tie dominant powers require torm3 other 
than ihvse? Will they not require the re- 
volted States, as condition precedent to a 
restoration of their relations, to adopt either 



immediate or gradual emancipation? There 
ere grave questions, and suggestive of a dan- 
gerous and wicked experiment. 

• • » • • 
The States, by rebellion, did not lose their 

status as States in the Union. Their harrm 
nious and peaceful relations only were dis 
turbed. By rebellion they invoked the mili- 
tary to supersede the civil rule during th 
time of rebellion. Revolt did notdisorganiz 
and remit them to a territorial status, for rev 
olution alternated, but failing, is no revolution 
—nothing is changed, everything remains. It 
id the successful attempt which revolutionizes 
changes, destroys. It follows, therefore, that 
no terms can be demanded except to submit 
to the constitution and laws as they are. Tn 
demand anything more would be to chane* 
sides with the rebellion — to make war uooj 
the constitution at the moment the rebels be- 
came willing to submit to it. 

• • • • • 
But whilst bo devoting our whole resources 

to uphold and maintain the government 
against rebellion, the same devotion to con- 
stitutional liberty will equally impel her to 
oppose her will to all unconstitutional, all 
wicked, unwise, or hurtful measures of policy, 
which may be suggested or adopted in the 
prosecution of our defensive war. This she 
will do through the peaceful medium of the 
bal!ot-bcx, by the persuasions of argument, 
and the legitimate farce of our constituted 

tribunals. 

• • • • '• • 

The recent vote of Kentucky proclaims that 
she will npt fraternize with rebellion, either 
open or covert; and with equal emphasis that 
she will not fraterntze with those who would 
pervert our just defence into a fanatical war 
upon the constitutional rights and liberties of 
tbe people of the Southern States. 

• • • • • 

We affiliate with the loyal men North and 
South, whoso otjectand policy is to preserve 
the Union and the Constitution, unchanged 
and unbroken, and to restore the people to har- 
mony and peace with the government as they 
were before the rebellion. 

It is not a restored Union — not a recon- 
structed Union — that Kentucky desires; but a 
preserved Union and restored peace upon a 
constitutional basis. 

Kentucky hails with satisfaction the demon- 
stration of conservative sentiment manifested 
by the reeent elections of many of her sister 
States, and looks to the co-operation of con- 
servative men as the hope of a vigorous an 1 
wise prosecution of onr defensive war, and an 
honorable and just settlement of peace. 

In this connection it may not be amiss to 
say that we have a decided objection to organ- 
izing and arming negro regiments. 

• •••#•• 

Onr objection is, that the arming of negroes 
humiliates the just pride of loyal men anl 
injuriously affects their intsrests. The loyal 
man is as much injured by tbe arming of 
negroes as the disloyal man. The injury is 
indiscriminate. It encourages and promotes 
insubordination amongst the slaves of loyal 
owners, depreciates their property, and en- 
dangers their security. The war should be 
against tbe rebel, cot upon the loyal men. 
This is the white man's government; he is 
abundantly able to defend it. There are plenty 
of loyal white men to defend the government 
and suppress the rebellion; let them do it. As 
such forces are unnecessary to our defence, 
but really an obstacle to snccess by embitter- 
ing the minds of the Southern people, and as 
it is hurtful to the interests and endangers the 
security of. loyal men and humiliates their 
just pride, without any compensating benefit, 
it sbculd be abandoned. 

The loyal interests of the country should 
not be endangered or sacrificed, and its j ist 
pride be broken, by an uncalled for and need- 
less experiment which can profit nothing, 
while it endangers much, and caters only to 
tbe passions of the extreme abolitionist, who 
has no respect for the Constitution, and no 
love for the Union. 

The same position was reaffirmed by Gov- 
ernor Bramlette in bis annual message, from 
which we take tbe subjoined passages: 

Tbe vicious ambition of the Southern men, 
and the bigoted fanaticism of men of the 
Nortt, in giving and accepting a sectional 
quarrel about a local institution, have forced 
upon us the most gronndless.cruel, wicked iu- 
» xcmable warfare that ever e fllicted any people 
of tbe earth. The slave had no more neces- 
sary connection with this rebellion than the 
horse or any other species of property. Bit 
ambitious men of the South, who first sought 
to create a sectional division npon the tariff, 
in order to build up a government based 
upon the aristocracy of the slave owner, hav- 
ing been foiled by the incorruptible patriotism 
and indomitable will of Andrew Jackson, 
next gave and accepted a sectional quar- 
rel abont the clave with tho fanaticism ot the 
North, which deepens in its affections as its 
object darkens in complexion. 

Slavery, being local, cannot be the subject 
of national action. Yet, being confined with- 
in certain contiguous States, and excluded 
from others, it could be made to subserve the 
purposes ot arousing sectional bitterness, ani- 
mosities, and prejudices, being the only prop- 
erty of local and sectional limits. Thus the 
vicious ambition of the Southern secessionists, 
co-operating with Northern fanaticism, has 
forced an issue which involves the life of free 
eevernment. 

• •*»••• 

Holding, as we do, that the people alone 
are sovereign, and that the Federal Gov- 
ernment represents the united sovereignty 
of the people for national purposes, and 
that tbe State Government represents their 
sovereignty within the limits of the Stats 
and for local purposes, we feel the more keenly 
the wrong iaflicted upon us by those deny- 
ing the foundation theory of our government, 
and who make war upon its perpetuity — the 
'.:ic asserting the supremacy of State rights; 
the other ignoring tbe rights of the people 
within State limits. By the fiat of the sov- 
ereign people, the National Government ex- 
ists; by the same fiat State governments ex- 
ist; and each is limited to its own sphere of 
action. Southern ambition strikes at the na- 
tional sovereignty of the people, and North- 
ern fanaticism at the sovereignty which, by 
national fiat, is reserved to them within the 
States. Each would form a new and differ- 
ent government. The truly jloyal man n 
struggling to maintain a government — not to 
make one. The government wa hsve is better 
than any which has ever preceded it, and 
superior to any suggested by revolutionists. 
The secessionists, who would destroy the gov- 
ernment by force, and the fanatic who wou'd 
destroy by innovation, are alike the enemies 
of our government. Tbe soldier who bares 
his bosom to the storm of war, does so under 
the conviction that he fight3 to maintain the 
qovernmtnt which blessed his fathers and shel- 
tered his gouth. Tho rebel fights to break uo 
the government. The purpose of the fanatic 
is the same as the rebel — to make a new, a 
different, government than the one for which 
our fathers toiled and bled, and to maintain 
which our own brave sons now offer up their 
lives a willing and glorious sacrifice. Each 
I s the common enemy of those who adhere to 
tbe Constitutional Union, formed by the wise 
men of the revolution. 

Kentucky, with steadfast and invincible 
loyalty, has constantly adhered to the true 
line of duty, bringing all her mental, moral, 
and physical force to bear against rebellion, 
and, with calm judgment and unwavering 
patriotism, with equal fidelity opposing the 
innovations of fanaticism which undermine 
our constitutional security and unity. 

We will add here that the position thus af- 
firmed and and reaffirmed by Governor Bram- 
lette was approved by the General Assembly 
of Kentucky at the late session in these 
strong and comprehensive terms: 

Resolved, That the inaugural address and 
message of Governor Bramlette to the present 
General Assembly, so far a9 the same treats of 
our federal relations, reflect truly the senti- 
ments of the Union people of Kentucky, are 
approved by the present General Assembly, 
and axe recommended to the patriotic conside- 
ration of the American people. 

Against this resolution only five votes were 
cast in the Houbo, and but three in theSsnatc, 
five of the total eight being cast by secession- 
ists. The position accordingly is not only the 
position first announced and consistently 
maintained by Governor Bramlette, but the 
position of Kentucky, as authoritatively de- 
clared by her General Assembly. 

Nay, the General Assembly, not content 
with this comprehensive approval of the po- 
sition, reasserted specifically the parts con- 
cerning tbe enlistment of negroes and the 
new heresy of reconstruction, adopting with 
the like unanimity the following resolutions: 
Resolved, That we regard as impolitic the 
enlistment of negroes as soldiers into the ar- 
mies of the United States, and we earnestly 
protest against their enlistment within the 
State of Kentucky; and we respectfully re- 
quest the President of the United States to 
remove from our limits and borders all camps 
for negro soldiers, by which our slaves are 
enticed to leave the service of their owners. 

Resolved, That in the opinion of this Gen- 
eral Assembly, the constitutional relation of 
the States in rebellion, as regards the Union, 
was not changed by tha criminal action of 
their people in attempting to secede, thus 
forcing a cWil war upon the country; and 
when the people of any or all thoso States 
shall, in good faith, return to their allegi- 
ance, their States are, as before the war, 
members of the great American Union, and 
the people thereof are citizens— all subject to 
the constitution and laws of the United States. 

Such is the position of Kentucky as de- 
clared by her General Assembly. And such 
is the position of Governor Bramlette as de- 
clared and repeated by himself in-the past. 

What part of the position Governor Bram- 
lette now occupies is inconsistent with the 
position thus defined? What part of his 
present position is not identical with his pa3. 
position? We challenge the partisans of Mr. 
Lincoln to point out ths part. Thoy know 



they cannot do it. When they acouss Gov- 
ernor Bramlette of inconsistency they are 
conscious slanderers. Governor Bramlettt 
and tho Union Democrats in general stand 
exactly where they have ever stood. This 
fact is not merely plain b«t conspicuous. It 
is known of all men in Kentucky at least. 

But how is it with these slanderous parti- 
sans themselves? How many of them lately 
stood or professed to stand with Governor 
Bramlette and the Union Democrats ir 
geceral? How many of them indorsed or 
pretended to indorse the platform of thr 
Union Democracy? How many of them ap- 
plauded Governor Bramlette's inaugural ad- 
dress and bis annual message ? How many of 
them approved the resolutions of the Gencril 
Assembly that we have quoted above? We 
will not nndertake to say how many, bu 
certainly not a few, every one of whom i; 
himself a renegade as well as a slanderer. 
We owe it to the rest of these partisans to say 
that they are merely slanderers. Unques- 
tionably they all together make up as precious 
a set of recreants as ever threw stones out of 
glass bouses. 

t&'The Cleveland Plain Dealer, in an ar- 
ticle entitled • What tbi Democracy 
Claims," very forcibly sets forth the claims 
of the conservatives of tho ceuntty. "Oar 
political antagonists," sayB the Plain Dealer ( 
"must concede that the vast expenditure of 
human life and public treasure which has 
been made under their auspices has yielded 
no adequate return. It might have been 
otherwise, if an able Republican statesman 
had been at the helm, but assurodly tbe fact 
is as we have stated. The sacrifices of the 
past three years and six months have been of 
no avail toward the restoration of ths Union. 
We have made tho South a unit in arms 
against ns, and, although we have obtained 
military possession of territory, we have 
made no progress in subduing the spirit of 
enmity which is cherished against us. New 
Orleans, Nashville, Norfolk, Memphis, and 
even St. Louis, are to-day hostile to the 
North. 

"It so happens that the man who has had 
the executive management of our affairs 
during this war, and whose policy has been 
in the main se> disastrous to the cause of tho 
Union, demands that he be left in full control 
of the Government for another period of four 
years. He has, by intrigne and force, driven 
from the field every competitor, and chal- 
lenges the suffrages of the peoule upon the 
ground that he is the only man ompe- 
tent to the grave exigencies of the hour. 
The Democracy claim that he is utterly in- 
competent, and that it is chiefly owing to 
his imbecility and vicious measures that the 
war exists to-day. They claim that he 
might long since have built up a Union 
party in tho Southern States which would 
have at least circumscribed the rebellion to 
the Gulf States and weakened it in all. 
They also claim that they can, oven at this 
late day, produce a counter revolution in the 
South by a judicious, national, and constitu- 
tional policy. If the people are dissatisfied 
with the barren fruits of the present Admin- 
istration, let them make a change. It is ut- 
ter folly to persevere in a course which ha3 
been so destructive and so mortifying. It is 
utter madness to rely upon a man who has 
thus far so signally failed them. Let the 
Democratic assumption of superior judg- 
ment bo tested. Our party does not under- 
value the gigantic character of the work they 
set for themselves, but they are willing to at- 
tempt it for the great cause of tbe Union, anl 
for the well being of the generations yet to 
inhabit this continent. We do not reject the 
co-operation of good mea. We invite persons 
of every political persuasion to join us. The 
life of the nation is put in extreme jeopardy. 
The soul of the nation, which is its organic 
law, is threatened by the malign influence of 
a set of dangerous politicians, who are crazed 
with revolutionary project*. We not oniy 
are in hazard of losing the Union, but we are 
in great peril of losing civil liberty besides. 
There are scores of Republican journals 
which do not disguise the fact, but join us in 
appeals and protests concerning such a ca- 
lamity. It is cot too late for the people to 
retrace their steps, to give no further heed to 
demagogues and political stricksters, to place 
themselves right on the old fine constitutional 
record, and to make a final effort both for 
themselves and the misguided masses of the 
South." 

No, it is not too late; but it will be, if the 
present opportunity is rejected. The present 
opportunity, if rejected, will be the last. Let 
tke people, awakened to a jus: sense of the 
peril of the country, rise up in their majesty, 
end embrace the present opportunity. 

AST'S teele, iu one of his four hundred let- 
ters to his wife, says that to love her is a lib- 
eral education, or words to this effoct. The 
thought has been recalled frequently with ad- 
miration, and, amongst others, by Coleridge, 
if we are not mistaken; but, so far as we re- 
member, no one has remarked that the 
thought is expressed with characteristic ex- 
cellency in Shakespeare. Sucb, however, is 
the fact, as nobody will be surprised t« learn. 
In Love's Labor's Lost, Bkon says in his let- 
ter to Rosaline: 

Btnily bis bias leaver, aud makes his book thiae eye*. 
Where all those pleasures live thut art would com- 
pri-heud : 

If ksowledee be the mark, to know thee shall sullies; 
\\ til learned is that tougue that well cau thee com- 
mend : 

AM Uuorant that soul that sees thee without wonder; 
(Which is to me- some praise, that 1 thy parts ad- 
mire.) 

If Steele plagiarized the thought, he at least 
deserves the praise of stealing with taste.

Bule 9. Tbe ace of street-sprinklers or hand-hose 
shall be restricted to four (4) hours In each dai— in the 
morning, between the hours of bIx and eight o'clock 
during the whole year, and in the eveniag, from the 
1st of March to the 1st of September, between thehonrs 
of five and seven o'clock, aud from tho 1st of Septem- 
ber to tbe 1st of March betwee the hours of half* 
past three and half-past five o'clock, and at no other 
time, day or night, under the penalty of Immedtatoly 
shutting off the supply of water from tbe premises. 

Bule 10. If tbe hose-box ts found out of order, cap 
off. hope attachments leaking, if converted into jets, 
suffered to run when not In uso. or glvon into the 
hand b cf children to play with, the supply of water 
will besbut off without previous notice. 

Bule 11. All consumers or subscribers entitled to 
tbe use of the water shall keep their own service- pipe, 
stop-cocks, key-boxes, and covers, and other apparatus 
in good repair, aud shall prevent oil unnecessary wait* 
of water. If the service-pipe is fouud leaking, re- 
quiring the water to be shut off for making repairs, 
and tbe raps to the key-boxes missing, the key-boxes 
filled with earth, stones, Ac, the cousumoror sub- 
scritwr shall defray all extra expeuse attendmg tho 
shutting off the water, aud have tbe key-boxes prop- 
erly repaired before the water shall be again turned 
on tbe premises. 

Bule 12. Hereafter no permit will l>o granted for 
street- sprinklers alone, but only in connection with 
the ordinary supplies for domestic and manufacturing 
purposes will street sprinklers be allowed. From and 
after January 1st, lt*T>5 P all premises havintr street- 
sprinklers only will be assessed at the established rates 
for all purposes for which wator is used on the said 
premises, or else the street sprinkler wholly discon- 
tinued. m 

Bule 13. In case of violation of any of the Water 
Company's rules regulating the supply and distribu- 
tion of water, the subscriber or consumer violating or 
permitting violations of the Bald rules shall have the 
water supply shut off without notice, aud not turned 
ou again until after tho payment of a fine (not to ex- 
ceed tli . which wilt defray all expenses attcudiu< 
the correction of such violation, and giving satisfac- 
tory assurance that futuro abuses will not be com- 
mitted. 

The Board have directed that these rules of the 
Company be strictly enforced. .It Is to be booed th*t 
water-consumers will recognize their Justiceaud pro- 
priety, and chearfally couloim to them A pjrson 
takiiiK a street-sprinkler, and paying for the use of 
It, has the right to sprinkle one half the street iu 
front of his own premises.

Thibty-Fifth Ksntccky Mounted Infan- 
xbv. — We understand that the 35th regiment 
Kentucky mounted infantry is ordered to 
Lexington. Since its organization, the regi- 
ment has been stationed in the Green river 
region. Col. Starling, with some five hun- 
dred of this regiment, has bees scouting for 
the last thirty days in the counties on the Ohio 
river where there bad collected a large body 
of guerillas under Cols. Jones, Hollis, Sypert, 
Bowlin, and others. They drove Jones and 
Bowlin out of the country, and a detachment 
under Capt. Pangree rounted Hollis's com- 
mand, killing Hollis and several others. The 
detachment stopped at Princeton thoroughly to 
scout that part of the country, but was pre 
vented from doing so by an order to report 
at Lexington. We have heard of various 
skirmishes and chases after guerilla bands by 
different detachments of this regiment 
which reflect great credit on the offi- 
cers and men. So far, we never heard 
of any detachment having met with a defeat, 
One of the little skirmishes which a detach- 
ment cf this regiment had deserves more 
than a passing notice. Sergeant James, com- 
pany G, was sent out with fifteen men by 
Colonel Starling, from Hopkissville, after a 
squad of guerillas who hid cut the telegraph 
wire between Clarksville and Hopkinsville. 

hile searching for them near Pembroke, 
Todd county, he was suddenly halted in the 
woods by a body of mounted men the ad- 
vance of whom were dressed in Federal uni- 
forms. The leader demanded of James who 
he and his men were. The sergeant replied 
that tbey were a Union scout searching for 

guerillas. He was told: "By you need 

not go any lurther, as you have found them." 
And ties, tnrning to his men, the leader con- 
tinued: "There are the d — d Yankees; go 
into them." Sergeant James told them to 
come ahead, and, dismounting his men, 
poured a volley into the guerillas. Their 
Captain then ordered a charge, leading it him- 
self for twenty or thirty yards, when, observ- 
ing that his men were charging in the wrong 
direction, he incontinently turned and 
charged the same way. They mount- 
ed, and chased the rascals eight or 
ten miles, killing two, capturing two horses 
and equipments, three guns and seven pistols, 
four coats and thirteen hats. The guerilla 
cqnad numbered forty-two men. 

Lieutenant Goode, company A, started after 
the same gang some eight hours afterwards, 
killing three, and capturing several horses 
and guns and fifteen hats. That band of gue- 
rillas will scarcely like that part of the coun- 
try where the 35th is stationed. 

We regret that the Green-river section is to 
lose the services of the 35th, as the officers 
and men thoroughly understand, not only the 
geography of the country, but also the mode 
of warfare calculated to entrap and break up 
the bands of robbers and murderers that infest 
that section of the State. No regiment can 
fill its place, for nc other regiment possesses 
the same knowledge of the country and its 
citizens. 



' A correspondent wishes to know how 
J>ur State can obtain credit for the nezroes 
ho are taken from its limits to other States 
and enlisted there. Tae recent order of Ad- 
jutant General Tboinas says that as persons 
are in the habit of coming into Kentucky 
with a view of persuading slaves to run away 
and pass into the tree States bordering on the 
Ohio, where they are enlisted for the bounties 
—the negroes receiving but a small portion 
thereof, and, in such cases, the State of Ken- 
tucky fails to receive credit on their quota of 
troops, the military authorities, as well as all 
Provo6t Marshals, in the Slate are ordered, 
and the navy on the Obio river are requested 
to take possession of all such negroes and de- 
liver them to the nearest military commander, 
in order that the; may be enlisted in Ken- 
tucky regiments. 



"Before the 15th instant, by the order 
of Msjor-General Burbridge, such persens 
now residing in this State as have been ban- 
ished from other S.ates for insurrectionary 
acta or rebel sentiments, must leave Ken- 
tucky, not to return to it during the war. 
Gen. Burbridge revokes all safeguards here- 
tofore given by him ^>r any of his district 
subordinates. If any persons amenable to 
this order fail to comply with its provisions, 
they will be arrested and transported beyond 
the limits of the United States. There are 
petsone, we understated, now in our State 
who were assigned to this location by direct 
orders from the War Department or the Pres- 
ident. It seems important that Gon. Bur- 
bridge should explain whether his order com- 
prehends such cases

A Citizen Shot.— Last evening.Polk John- 
Eon, a young man about eighteen years of 
age, shot Mr. John Krtbs, a man of fifty-two, 
employed in Van Severn's planing-mill. The 
ball entered Krebs's neck, and it is thought 
that the wound will prove mortal. The as- 
sault occurred on Madison, between Han- 
cock and Clay streets, almoat opposite the 
residence of Krebs. the report is, that a re- 
fusal to vote for some candidate to-day ex- 
cited Johnson's anger, but we shall await 
an investigation before we speak further of 
the occurrence. Johnson was arrested. 

Hotel Thief — A man named Walter 
Howard was arrested in the United States 
Hotel, last evening, having skeleton keys in 
his poscssion, and "outsiders." The porter of 
the house regarding his conduct as suspicious, 
directed him to leave the vicinity of some 
rooms, when Howard drew a knife and at- 
tempted an assault, which was frustrated. He 
was lodged in prison by officer Thos. Slater.

Col. McHenry Amoko Guerillas — The 
Owensboro Monitor states, that, a few days 
since, as Cel. J. H. McHenry was returning 
to that place from Hartford, he fell into the 
hnDdsoftbo "Kmphts of the Bush," one of 
whom styled himself Lieutenant Yates. The 
latter gentleman "coerced" a saddle-trade 
with the Colonel, giving him a citizoa's sad- 
dle for a fine cavalry one, which had, we 
presume, eeen service in the Federal cause, 
Yates asked $10 difference, but the Colonel 
declined, whereupon they "swapped even." 
Yates affected to be a high-toned gentleman, 
and assured Col. McHenry that ho had great 
respect for him aa a gentleman. He conveyed 
the idea that be conaidered bir.i.vif and the 
Colonel aa gentlemen of the first order. He 
asked the Colonel if he carried money about 
him, and was answered in the negative. 
Have you a revolver? Another negative re- 
sponse. Then give us a chew of tobacco, said 
the valiant knight. But the Colonel, not be- 
ing a consumer of the "filthy weed," had to 
decline, and was then permitted to depart, 
without even takiug the oath. 

Major John Brennan. — The Lexington 
Observer, in announcing the return home of 
this gallant soldier and accomplished gentle- 
man, who was wounded in both arms at the 
battle of Kenesaw Mountain, in a charge 
upon and within twenty feet of the enemy's 
works, says be is still suffering from his 
wounds, but is improving, and trusts ere long 
to be able to take his position in the field. 
Major Brennan is a native of Lexington, and 
hia friends there are justly proud of him. 
They know bim to be brave, chivalrous, high- 
minded, and honorable; they have watched 
bia progress with great interest from the time 
he entered the service aa a Second Lieutenant 
in and Adjutant of the 20th Kentucky until 
the present time. He has been in as many 
severe engagements with tho enemy as any 
officer from Kentucky, and in all of them he 
has behaved in the most gallant manner. H* 
is one of the rising young officers of the day, 
winning his way to distinction and promotion 
by his own right arm, and is destined to yet 
higher honors. 



Ex-Governor Letcher baa written to 
Mayor Mayo, of Richmond, a letter concern- 
ing the burniug of bis house, which is pub- 
lished in the Whig of the 21st nit. In it he 
says he expected that the destruction "would 
be completed, but he always supposed that 
they would allow the furniture and hia fami- 
ly's clothing to, be removed. The Ex-Gov- 
ernor seems to have forgotten his own line 
of conduct, when, in the early part of the 
rebellion, he refused to give up the clothing of 
Mrs. Purser Bradford, and, for all wo know, 
she has never yet received them. The rebels 
themselves commenced the bnrning of private 
property and the destruction of articles of 
apparel used by women and children; they 
have, therefore, no right to complain when 
resort is had to retaliatory measures. 

Another Guerilla Outrage. — The Evane- 
ville Journal states that the residence of Major 
KiDnoy, at Henderson, was entirely con- 
sumed by fire on Friday morning, being the 
act, no doubt, of the guerillas prowling in 
that vicinity. Msjor Kinney was absent from 
home, and his wife and family were stay iag 
at a neighbor's. The fire occurred about 4 
o'clock, and nothing wa3 saved but a few 
articles of parlor furniture, including Mrs. 
Kinney'a piano. Major Kinney is an earnest 
Union man, was for a time in the Feder.il 
army as Msjor of the 12th Kentucky cavalry, 
and is a member of the present State Legis- 
lature. '

We have alwaya regarded aa an infatuation 
the attachment of the soldiers of tho Army of 
the Potomac for McClellan, but we neverthe- 
lefB cannot ignore the fact that such an attach- 
ment existed, and may still, to some extent, 
exist. At all events, if there <* any probability 
that giving to General McClellan a command 
will add one hundred thousand, or even fifty 
thousand, men to the depleted ranks of the 
army, it is the solemn duty of the Adminis- 
tration to appoint him. 

However just the Administration's cause of 
complaint against bim; however much tho 
Administration would compromise or damage 
itself in the estimation of some of its partisan 
friends by such a step, the incumbents in 
office at Washington must make the sacrifice 
of personal feeling, pique, or prejudice, if by 
eo doing the war can be concluded one month 
sooner than it otherwise might be. We cau< 
not afford to sacrifice the future welfare of our 
country for the satisfaction of anybody's 
prejudice, or the maintenance of anybody's 
consistency. It is of first importance to 
overcome the rebellion ; we have staked our 
all npon the issue, and no matter by what 
instrnments, by what meana, however diaa 
greeable the way or mode, everything must be 
tubordinated to this on* object. ■

Oar mortars also opened fire on 
the city, and continued to throw shells upon 
it till late at night. Several houses were set 
ou fire, which must have caused no little con- 
eiernation in Petersburg, as the alarm-bells 
could be heard ringing in an animated stylo.

MIDNIGHT DESPATCHES. 



Habbisbubo, July 30. 
A conversation with a gellemau attached 
to one of the Lewspapers at Cham jersburgf 
who left there at 8 o'clock this morning, re- 
veals the following facts: The people of 
Chsmbersburg rcctivcd information yester- 
day of the approach of the rebels, and at 
once the merchauts and business men com- 
menced packing np their stocks, and bef >re 
10 o'clock last night most of the valuable 
merchandise waa sent far beyond the reach 
oi the rebels. At 3 o'clock thia morning 
a rebel force of 8.000 mounted infantry re-ich- 
ed Chambersburg, and encamped on tha fair 
ground. This force was met but a short dis- 
tance from Mercersburg by a small party of 
troops from Carlisle Barracks, who fought 
the advance stubbornly, but was compelled 
to withdraw on account ef the overwhelm- 
ing numbers ot the invadera. The disposi- 
tion of the rebel foree as they crossed the Po- 
tomac, is described by our informant as fol- 
lows: 

One party marclud by way of Mercersburg, 
and one through Wayns3boro. 

General Averill is reported as having en- 
ffaged their centre, and is aaid to be falling 
back era Ohambersburg. If this bo so, 
his position must be perilous, as he is 
likely to be surrounded at any moment, 
should the rebels before Ohambersburg go to 
meet him, and those moving from Waynes- 
boro also join in the assault. 

The rolling stock of the Cumberland Valley 
Railrocd is being removed to this point 
Large numbers of fugitive colored people ac 
company this stock, and present a most de 
plorabie condition, aa they are huddled in th i 
heath and on the eidewallu around the rail- 
road depot. 

It is represented that the rebels have burned 
the Oourt-hooee, Town Hall, a?d the residence 
of Colonel McCiure at Chambersburg. 

Varioua estimates are made of the numbers 
of the invading rebels. 

Should the rebels advance on Shippeasbu. i , 
tho movement would develops an apparent 
intention to make demonstrations still further 
down the valley, and, if not, to lay siege to 
Harrisburg. 

Caiko, July 30. 

New Orleans papers o° the 23d contain no 
news. Tcere is a fair inquiry for coitou. 

The Fciry Bell was fired into at Carroliou 
Landing on the 24ih by a rebel battery 
thiee shots penetrating her hull below the 
water line, and wounded seven persons on 
board. She was run on a bar, and had near- 
ly repaired damages, when sue waa again 
attacked by the battery having been moved 
up. 

Foua shells struck the boat, setting her in 
fire, and she burned to the waters edge. Al 
eecaped except one wounded man, who id 
supposed to have been burned to death. A 
gunboat was sent to protect the Clara Bali, 
when she was driven back. Another was 
sent, but before she reached the place the 
battery bad been removed. 

The rebel force ia that vicinity is said to 
consist of four hundred Texas cavalry aud 
four pieces of artillery. Thirty-seven privates 
are reported killed in the same fight, and one 
of our caissons captured by the rebels, who 
number fifteen hundred, while our force Is not 
one-third as large. 

Washington, July 30. ' 

No uneasiness is felt by the Government in 
relation to affairs in Pennsylvania, and the 
preparations made to get tbore with the mili- 
tia of that State, are ample to give the inva- 
ders a severe punishment. 

A rebel spy was captured last night on 14th 
screet, on the Island head. lie was tired at 
three times. 

The damage dene to the telegraph by guer- 
rillas has been repaired, and the line is again 
working to Harper's Ferry. The force which 
did the damage was some 200 or 300 of Mose- 
by's men, who made taeir appearance near 
Adamstown, west or' the Monocacy. They 
didn't delay long. A force of Union troops 
at Monocacy were quickly started in pursuit 
of the raiders, and in a few hours the damage 
done to the telegraph was repaired. So far as 
we have been able to learn, no damagn has 
bees doue to the railroad. Some thins: the 
force of raiders in Maryland and Pennsylva- 
nia is small, and will confine themselves to 
plunder. 

New Yobk.. July 30. 
Go'd rallied during this evening, on tha 

strength of ttu< reports concornins the inva- 
sion of Pennsylvania, and reached 253, but 
tell agaiu to 255. " 

The Express eays Cisco will retire from the 
sub treasury on Monr'.rty, and Mr. RuG3ell will 
probably succeed U» the post temporarily. 



;HABRi8Bnaa, July 30. 

Most positive information has been received 
that General Averill has driven the rebela out 
of Chambersburg, and is following them 
westward toward Loudon, Franklin county. 
The largest part of Chambersburg is said to 
be in ashes, and tin-, hundred people are 
rendered houseless. 

It is stated on the authority of rebel prison- 
ers that General Breckinridge is rn^iiag a 
raid toward Wheeling, or about to return via 
the Kanawha Valley. It seems by the stite- 
ments of these prisoners that it ia the inten- 
tion of General Longstreet to threaten Wash- 
ington while Breckinridge makes his raid. In 
the meantime Early is to hold the Shenandoah 
Valley.

Conaols closed at London on the 20 th at 
90'A<S)90%. The rebel loan had declined 2 
per cent. 

Baltimore, July 30 
The telegraph line wsst is now workn g 
beyond Frederick. 

The rebels under Moseby are supposed to 
have cut the telegraph wires between the 
Monocacy and Poir.t ot Rock3. There ia lit- 
tle doubt that this raiding force ia now on the 
Baltimore & Ohio raiiroad near Point of 
Rocka.

The Tribune's special headquarters Army 
of the Potomac correspondent, in front of Pe- 
tersburg, Saturday, July 30, 8 A. M., says. 
The grand conflict commenced in earnest at 
daylight this morning. A loud aud continu 
cus roar of cannon all along the line startled 
the whole country from its slumbess, and 
spreading throughout our army the wildest 
excitement and enthusiasm. 

Grant's new flank movement entirely 
changed the aspect of affairs here. By it his 
right was thrown on the north side of the 
James river, within ten miles of Richmond, 
enabling him to switch the entire farce on 
either side of the river in a very few hours, 
and compelling the enemy to cover Rich 
mond with a large force, as well as Peters- 
burg and the exterior line, which they could 
not do and have to risk a general engagement 
at the same time. The artillery duel pro- 
gressed magnificently at this hour. 
_ The musketry have not yet come into ac 
tion, but the whole is under arma and in 
line of battle. 

HbaDQCABTKBS ASHY OF TUB POTOHaC, 

July 30, 10 A. M. 
The great event so long anticipated, name- 
ly, the explosion of a mine under the rebel 
fort in front of the 9'.h corps, came off this 
mornicg at forty minutes past four o'clock 
Picket firing was kept up all night, and at 
the time the match waa applied to the mine 
the skirmishers were atill engaged on both 
s:d< s. An immense volume of dirt was thromn

Habrisbcbq, July 31. 
Col. Mcllure hrs just received a despatch 
frcm the operator in the field a few miles this 
••de of Chambersburg stating that toe rebels 
find that town. At'.er having perpetrated 
at fiendish result of their rage • and disap 
poiutment at having been thwarted in their 
hopes ot getting a fine ctod of plunder they 
lc;t, Their departure evinced increased celer- 
ity aa compared with that with which they 
entered the ill-fated town this morning. They 
are now heavily collecting for an invasion. 

Tbe military authoritiea hers are very vigi- 
lant, and the eituation is cheering. 

We have glorious news from Grant's army 
by way of Oid Point that the siege of Peters- 
burg hsa haa an auspicious commencement. 
Of the news received this moruiag it is as 
follows: 

The siege of Petersburg opened in earnest 
this (Saturday) morning, and at daylight wt- 
b'cw tip one of the principal rebel batteries, 
co: sis,ing of sixteen guns, and had three tiers 
oi earthworks. 

Btiore the mail steamer left City Prist this 
morring, the glorious news from Grant's ar- 
my aras cocfirmed. 

Baltimork, July 31. 
All doubt aa to the good news from Grant 
seems to be re-moved. A later depatch j ust 
received says tho assault commenced at four 
o'clock on Saturday morning by a terrible ex- 
plosion, which completely destroyed one of 
the enemy's principal forts in front of Peters- 
burg, mounting sixteen guns. This was ren- 
dered a mass of ruins. Upon this explosion 
our artillery opened with a simultaneous and 
and continued roar along the entire line. Up 
to the> time of the leaving of the maiiboat, at 
10 o'clock, we had captured two lines of 
works, and also an entire outer line of rebel 
entrenchments. Tbe battle continued to pro- 

§ress with the greatest fury. They itnme- 
iat ly opened on our front, composed of the 
9th and part of the 15th corp3. Prisoners say 
that the rebels were completely surprised, 
tbore in front being mostly asleep at the time; 
they also state there were four guns in the 
fort, which of course were buried far out of 
sight One of the prisoners s'ated that they 
were busy running a mine under our works, 
and that in two days they would heye been 
ready to have blown them up. 

Cairo, July 31. 
The steamer Ames, from St, Louis, struck a 
sueg yesterday, seven miles above here, and 
■unk over the main deck. She will probably 
be a total lose. Her velusble cargo was taken 
off in a damaged condition. 

The steamer Graham, from Memphis on the 
29ib, brings the body of Major Rjsser.of the 
73d Ohio, who died from wounds received at 
Tupelo. - ... 

The Bulletin contains further particulars of 
the late fignt near Arkansas. Our loss is 
sixty-seven killed, including officers. Rebel

n of the Clara Bell. Four companies ot 
soldi-rs were on board at the time of the 
_ tark. They were about to surrender, when 
the c fficers ordered the boat ashore. 

Harribborg, July 30 

The ceneorehtp has been revived by tha mil 
itary authorities at this point. Much cewu 
that would be important to publish is over- 
looked. This caution must not bo miscon 
trued, because it is justifiable by circum- 
stances surrounding the Situation in the 
valley, and made neee£Si'^y by the highest 
repaid for public military success. There can 
be no doubt that the ^nain object of the pres- 
ent re'oel invasion has been aireaJy thwarted. 



Cuambibsboeu, July 31. 
On tbe morning of the 30tb, the rebels 
under command of HcOonsland aud a forco of 
about four hundred men entered Chambers- 
burg, Pa., and demanded $500,000 from the 
citizens, under a thrt at of burning tho town. 
Thia requisition was in writing, and was 
signed by General Jacob Early. It is now es- 
tablished by inrlippntable proof that this do- 
mand was a more yioieiica on tu^ part of the 
marauders fo cover the purpose fo-med before 
they reached the towu to buru u to the ground 
wi.hout giving any tine to remove private 
property, and scarcely ti«ue to the ciiizous to 
remove their families. Th<-y fired the houses 
of onr citizens in perhaps fifty places Orer 
two tuadred and fifty houses in the heart of 
the town were conmsied, including all the 
publio buildings, stores, and hotels— about 
two-thirds of the town, containing Bix thou- 
sand inhabitants. Thus a lar^e body of citi- 
zens are reduced from comfortable wealth to 
poverty. Many families lost all their bedding 
and clothing except what tbey bad on their 
persona. The losa will be largely over one 
million of dollars. WithouWiid from abroad, 
there will be great Buffering. 

Nashville, July 29. 

Gen. Sherman's army was again put in tac- 
tion yesterday, to accomplish an important 
operation looking to the early siege of At- 
lanta. The public may rest assured that ev- 
erything has been done successfully. 

It appears that Gen. Bragg came to Atlanta 
frcm Richmond, and at the council of war 
held for the purpose it was stated that Atlan- 
ta must be held at all hazards. Johnston re- 
plied that to do so would require tbe sacrifice 
of the whole army, and he tnerefore resigned. 
The command was then tendered to Hardee, 
who would not accept it on any terms. It 
was then given to Hood. 

The rebels Bre said to have constructed 
strong works at Atlanta, and it is not at all 
unlikely that they will keep us at bay for 
sometime. 

Hood can scarcely save the remnant of his 
army.

It was made, doubtless, in confidence of a 
failure, and to mate a pretext for the premed- 
itated destruction of the city.
